He can "prospect" for the location or relocation of a 
factory; for a desirable home in which to spend declining 
years ; for business opportunity in* almost any line that 
is his forte. 

It does not matter what season of the year the visitor 
chances to reach Chattanooga. With its delightful, 



equable climate (averaging 60 deg rees the vear round, 
with only short periods of rain or cold) he can make 
Chattanooga his destination in fall, winter, spring and 
summer, and enjoy his sojourn. If he is wintering fur- 
ther south he should figure to be in Chattanooga during 
that interval when it is too hot on the Gulf territory, 
and not yet warm enough in his northern home. All 
railroads grant stop-overs at Chattanooga. These condi- 
tions, plus the wealth of historic and scenic interest, make 
Chattanooga an unsurpassed place for conventions at 
any time of year.

The same advantages of location, commanding best 
distribution in a large territory, that made Chattanooga 
a point of contention more than fifty years ago in the 
civil war, have converted if into a manufacturing and 
commercial center with" good promise of first place among 
the live cities in the south. On the fields of Chattanooga 
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and vicinity probably more lead and iron was distributed 
from the mouths of smoking cannon and smaller arms 
than on any other battlefield of that strife. Today Chat- 
tanooga melts more iron within her borders, as wit- 
nessed by smoking industrial chimneys, and distributes 
it in the channels of trade, than any other southern city. 

Ground that trembled with the rush of artillery and 
the tread of marching soldier}' now feels the constant 
hurrying tread of another generation of men, alert to 
make a great city on the hallowed site. Instead of mil- 
itary orders, the biddings of industrial captains cause 
activity in the valley. Instead of the power of gunpow- 
der bent on destruction, there is the power of steam, and 
electricity from harnessed rivers, bent on building up by 
turning the wheels of factories, present and to come. 
Instead of the straggling village, dotted with tents of an 
army, there is a cosmopolitan, modern city, with attrac- 
tive buildings and adequate facilities for enjoying life, 
as seen in the picture on pages 33 and 34. 

Chattanooga, while wearing with pride and veneration 
the gems which history has placed upon her, is not living 
in the past, but is taking advantage of her more potent 
inheritance — those natural conditions which the military 
leaders saw and sought to control. The city's location, 
as related to "others of the south and north, possesses rare 
commercial advantage. Then, too, the district is rich in 
resources which predict her ultimate triumph. Coal, iron 
and timber — these stand foremost, possibly, and were 
the first to be discovered, the earliest to be developed — 
exist in large quantities, iron and coal being practically 
unlimited. There are also deposits of other valuable 
materials, the development of which is still in its infancy, 
but will have great bearings on the future of Chattanooga 
and surrounding country. Today nearly 300 successful 
industries give testimony to the advantages of Chatta- 
nooga. With increasing knowledge of the city's nearby 
resources — especially iron — and availability of 150,000 
electrical horse power from two rivers, it is a foregone 
conclusion that Chattanooga will become much greater 
industrially, and in size. 

Visitors arc astounded by the number and diversity of 
Chattanooga's manufactured products, a large part of 
which may be viewed in the all-year-round exhibit of 
the Manufacturers' Association. A careful tabulation of 
articles made in Chattanooga shows their number to be 
more than 1,100. Articles made in various sizes are 



counted only once. Chattanooga manufacturers arc con- 
stantly on -the lookout for other industries that could be 
expected to thrive there. The field is broad and many 
lines not represented would flourish. Many of them 
would command a large market right in Chattanooga, 
from manufacturers who are now compelled to send 
away for material that could, and should, be made there. { 
Responsible manufacturers desiring a factory, a branch, I 
or a distributing station in Chattanooga may count on 
any reasonable degree of co-operation by the people 
there, who, when conditions warrant, are in a position to 
build factories, warehouses, etc., for the right kind of 
newcomers. 

The same attractions which make Chattanooga the : 
mecca yearly of thousands of tourists, by families and 
small parties, have established her reputation as a con- j 
vention city. Probably no city in the country, large or \ 
small, has such diversity of interest for convention vis- • 
itors. Nearly all conventions leave some time to spare 
for delegates to enjoy the . surroundings in which the 
meeting is held. Chattanooga— scenically, historically, 
industrially — has an abundance of interest for the leisure 
periods of her convention guests, whether such leisure 
runs into hours or days. With few exceptions the prin- 
cipal points of interest are less than an hour from the 
city auditorium and other downtown meeting places, and , 
can be reached by street car as well as automobiles, sight- 
seeing cars, and other conveyances. Every place of es- 
pecial note, including the $10,000,000 Brady power plant 
on the Tennessee river (visible from the N., C. & St. L. 
railway), is connected with the city by good automobile 
roads. Chickamauga, best marked battlefield in the 
world, not only comes under this head, but its more than 
6,000 acres is a network of splendid drives, built and 
maintained by the national government. 

Chattanooga's latchstring is always on the outside for 
conventions. Her hearty invitation is permanently ex- 
tended to all organizations that hold stated meetings. 
Size is no hindrance — whether scores, hundreds or thou- 
sands. Chattanooga is the only city to entertain the vet- 
erans of both armies, union and confederate, in the same 
year (1913). The total was more than 100,000.
